Council President Oglesby reported that “serious consideration” needs to be given to hire 
a records clerk for the police department so that training can be provided before the 
present records clerk retires. 
 
Councilman Lowe reported that “a couple of police vehicles needed repairs.” 
 
Councilwoman Busch reported that Mr. Winton contacted the Ocean County Road 
Department concerning the drainage issue at Orchard and Pine Streets. 
 
Councilwoman Hodges reported that she attended the recent Board of Education meeting 
and added that school attendance is down.  Mrs. Hodges further reported that the public 
hearing on the school budget is scheduled for April 28th at 11:00 a.m. with a proposed 
$20,000 increase to the budget.
